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FSC  Theater  Program  Involves 
High  School  Students

As  part  of  the  developing  theater 
program  at  FSC,  Kelly  Morgan  and  Ri- 
chard McElvain  have  created  an  under- 
study program  consisting  of  Fitchburg 
and  Leominster  high  school  students 
to  be  "mentored"  by  the  FSC  cast  in 
the  upcoming  production  of 
Thornwood  by  Tony  Howarth,  a  play 
about  a  teacher  with  tenure  trying  to 
teach  Hamlet  to  a  class  of  inner-city 
high  school  students  in  their  senior 
year. 

The  understudy  cast  will  be  per- 
forming the  play  in  Saturday  matinees 
preceding  the  college  productions  at 
night.  Both  casts  rehearse  together 
and  can  therefore  learn  from  one  an- 
other, drawing  on  the  strengths  that 
each  group  brings  the  performance. 
This  allows  high  school  students  to 
have  "mentors  in  college,"  says  Mor- 
gan. "It  also  allows  them  to  express 
themselves  creatively." 

President  Riccards  is  granting  one 
free  credit  to  each  member  of  the 
understudy  cast.  "If  students  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  program  three  years 
in  a  row,  they  can  gain  three  credits, 
the  equivalent  of  one  college  course. 


This  greatly  benefits  the  students  who 
participate,"  says  Stephen  Dauphinais, 
teacher  of  both  English  and  Theater 
at  Fitchburg  High  School,  who  helped 
Morgan  in  initiating  student  participa- 
tion from  his  classes. 

According  to  Dauphinais,  Morgan 
visited  his  theater  class  and  evoked  a 
good  response  from  students.  "Stu- 
dents are  participating  in  many  ways. 
Some  are  performing  and  others  are 
working  backstage.  When  students 
can  apply  the  skill  they  learn  in  class 
at  the  college  level,  it  demonstrates 
to  them  that  there  are  real  world  ben- 
efits to  what  they  have  been  learn- 
ing," says  Dauphinais. 

In  discussing  the  program  with  the 
understudy  cast,  they  seem  to  be  in 
agreement  that  participating  in  a  per- 
formance at  the  college  level,  where 
the  rehearsals  take  place  in  the 
evening,  allows  more  flexibility  and 
more  in-depth  analysis  of  the  play  that 
they  are  performing. 

According  to  Amy  Lovett,  1 7, 
a  junior  at  FHS  who  has  participated 
in  plays  at  Mount  Wachusett  Commu- 


nity College,  the  Stratton  Theater,  and 
in  school  plays,  "There  is  more  time 
to  interact  with  the  other  performers. 
Since  we  have  more  time  in  evening 
rehearsals,  we  can  do  more  in-depth 
character  analysis."  Lovett  is  perform- 
ing the  role  of  'Bernardo'  in 
Thornwood.  She  went  on  to  say,  "I 
enjoy  working  with  the  college  stu- 
dents. It  is  a  new  experience." 

Megan  Streb,  1  5,  a  sophomore  at 
FHS  who  has  also  been  involved  in  pro- 
ductions at  MWCC,  the  Stratton  The- 
ater, and  in  school  plays  says,  "Per- 
forming in  this  play  at  the  college  level 
gives  us  time  to  learn  more  about  the 
psychology  of  our  characters.  We 
have  more  time  to  discuss  it."  Streb 
portrays  the  role  of  'Kim'  in 
Thornwood. 

Thornwood  will  be  opening  Febru- 
ary 25th  at  8;00  and  will  run  through 
the  28th  with  a  Saturday  matinee  at 
3:00  and  running  again  March  4th 
through  the  7th  with  another  Satur- 
day matinee  at  3:00  in  Percival  Audi- 
torium.

MASSACHUSETTS 
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Remedial  Math  Courses  to  End 


Math  is  a  subject  that  does  not 
come  easily  for  many  students.  I  am 
one  of  those  students.  I  suffered 
through  Introductory  Algebra  at  Mount 
Wachusett  Community  College  three 
times  before  I  finally  passed  it,  only  to 
find  out  that  it  would  not  transfer  to 
FSC. 

I  haven't  taken  algebra  in  three 
years,  so  I  signed  up  for  Basic  Math  I 
and  II  to  sharpen  my  math  skills  again. 
I  am  in  the  process  of  repeating  Basic 
Math  II,  a  noncredit  course,  for  the 
second  time. 

I  know  a  lot  of  other  students  who 
are  in  the  same  predicament  in  that 
they  are  having  problems  with  Basic 
Math  II,  which  is  primarily  algebra.  We 
must  pass  the  course  or  the  math 
placement  exam  before  being  allowed 
to  take  a  credit  math  course. 

Why  is  the  Math  Department  at  FSC 
running  their  math  program  the  way 
they  are? 

As  of  1  992,  in  order  to  graduate, 
a  student  must  pass  at  least  one  col- 
lege-level math  course.  Prior  to  that 
year,  students  in  certain  degree  pro- 
grams were  not  required  to  pass  any 
college-level  math  course. 

To  help  students  prepare  for  the 
new  math  requirements,  remedial  math 
courses  have  been  offered  at  FSC.  Dr. 
Gerald  Higdon,  Head  of  the  Math  De- 
partment at  FSC,  said,  "In  terms  of  the 
Basic  Math  program,  one  of  the  things 
we  decided  was  that  we  do  it  our- 
selves, and  we  wouldn't  farm  it  out  to 
part-time  people.    It  is  a  two-edged 


sword;  we  make  a  commitment  say- 
ing that  we  would  put  all  of  our  en- 
ergy and  resources  behind  it,  but  the 
other  side  is  that  sometimes  the  State 
says,  "What  are  you  guys  doing  teach- 
ing high-school  level  mathematics  or 
less?" 

A  Boston  Globe  article,  dated  No- 
vember 1  7,  1  997,  indicated  that  there 
were  more  students  at  FSC  enrolled  in 
remedial  classes  than  any  other  Mas- 
sachusetts state  college.  Of  high 
school  students  who  enrolled  at  FSC 
in  1  995,  33.7%  took  at  least  one  re- 
medial course  in  math  or  English. 
Higdon  raised  an  objection  stating,  "It 
looks  like  our  students  are  not  as 
smart,  but  we  have  higher  math  stan- 
dards than  any  of  the  other  state  col- 
leges in  Massachusetts." 

Higdon  eluded  to  some  new 
changes  in  remedial  courses.  Higdon 
stated,  "The  State  [Massachusetts]  is 
imposing  new  regulations  which  will 
change  the  remedial  math  program. 
They  are  mandating  that  we  can't  run 
the  remedial  math  courses  anymore. 
By  next  fall,  we  will  phase  it  down. 
They  mandated  that  no  more  than 
1  0%  of  the  freshman  class  can  be  in 
remedial  courses.  Admission  stan- 
dards for  higher  education  have  been 
raised  and  remedial  courses,  they  feel, 
belong  in  community  colleges.  Stu- 
dents who  are  coming  in  now  will  have 
to  pass  the  math  placement  test." 
Students  who  don't  pass  the  math 
placement  exam  are  blocked  from  reg- 
istering for  the  higher-level  math

courses. 

Higdon  worries  that  students  will 
be  even  less  prepared  when  the  new 
remedial  math  courses  get  dropped 
next  fall.  His  concern  seems  justified. 
Higdon  stated,  "Over  the  past  ten 
years,  the  average  for  students  pass- 
ing the  math  placement  exam  has, 
overall,  been  declining."  He  continued, 
"Basic  Math  II,  generally  not  consid- 
ered a  college-level  algebra,  has  con- 
sistently had  an  average  dropout  rate 
of  approximately  one-  third." 

Where  can  students  go  for  extra 
math  help  once  the  remedial  math 
courses  are  gone?  Higdon  said,  "Stu- 


dents will  now  have  to  remediate 
themselves.  We  will  still  have  the  Math 
Computer  Lab  in  the  Hammond  Build- 
ing, and  assistance  will  still  be  avail- 
able from  the  Math  Skill  Center,  but 
students  won't  have  the  advantage  of 
classroom  instruction." 

Since  the  math  requirement  is  so 
tough  for  many  students,  Higdon 
makes  the  following  suggestion,  "I 
usually  go  to  Orientation  and  tell  the 
students  that  they  should  try  to  get 
the  math  requirement  done  first."

More  Power  for  Police 


Campus  police  have  been  classified 
by  law  as  "Special  Police  Officers"  and 
therefore  were  not  allowed  to  stop 
drivers  for  motor  vehicle  infractions  on 
public  streets  in  and  around  the  cam- 
pus area. 

In  the  past,  the  campus  police  were 
almost  powerless  in  preventing  vehicu- 
lar violations  outside  of  the  campus 
area.  Probably  the  most  poignant  ex- 
ample was  an  incident  that  occured  in 
1  993,  when  a  motorist,  who  commit- 
ted a  traffic  violation  on  campus,  was 
stopped  just  two  feet  outside  of  the 
campus.  The  student  sued  the  cam- 
pus police,  and  won.  That  policy  has 
recently  changed. 

According  to  a  letter  written  by 
District  Attorney  Sandra  Hautanen  to 
the  campus  police  in  October  of  1 996, 
"In  January,  the  Massachusetts  Su- 


preme Judicial  Court  issued  a  decision 
called  'Commonwealth  vs.  Morrissey' 
holding  that  an  officer  without  valid 
jurisdiction  can  be  'deputized'  to  make 
a  stop,  if,  before  the  stop  is  made,  he 
is  told  by  another  officer,  who  has  valid 
jurisdiction,  to  act  on  his  behalf."  This 
'deputizing'  may  be  enacted  through 
a  mere  phone  or  radio  call. 

With  this  new  law,  the  police  are 
now  legally  able  to  stop  motorists  for 
motor  vehicle  infractions  that  occur 
both  in  and  around  campus,  and  to  is- 
sue citations.  Their  "Special"  classifi- 
cation, however,  still  prevents  them 
from  arresting  motorists  for  violations 
such  as  operating  under  the  influence 
of  drugs  or  alcohol.  In  such  instances, 
they  must  issue  a  criminal  complaint 
upon  the  citation  and  contact  local 
officials.

leges  a  year  for  fifteen  hours 
each  over  the  next  three 
years  for  people  with  disabili- 
ties. 

This  training  program  will 
address  such  issues  as  self- 
advocacy,  self-determination, 
the  laws  regarding  disabilities, 
empowerment  tools,  and 
assistive  technology.  In  turn, 
these  students  will  mentor 
high  school  students  with  dis- 
abilities in  these  same  areas. 

The  second  of  these  pro- 
grams is  the  Center  for  Lead- 
ership and  Career  Education. 
The  Center  will  be  working  in 
conjunction  with  UMass 
Lowell,  Middlesex  Community 
College,  and  Northern  Essex 
Community  College.  FSC  will 
be  housing  the  project;  each 
school  receives  a  stipend  to 
create  a  staff  and  programs 
in  disability  awareness. 

This  program  links  Disability  and 
Career  Services  on  many  college  cam- 
puses. Designed  to  follow  similar  goals 
and  objectives  of  the  former  Project 
Enable,  it  addresses  the  issues  of  ac- 
commodation for  people  with  disabili- 
ties in  the  workplace  by  outreaching 
to  area  businesses  to  educate  them 
on  assistive  technology  and  the  laws 
regarding  disabilities. 

One  tool  used  for  this  project  is 
the  Career  Planbook  and  Portfolio 
Model  developed  by  Willa  Peterson  and

Doug  Sherman.  This  Planbook  and 
Portfolio  assists  students  in  acquiring 
internships,  job  shadowing,  and  gain- 
ing accommodations  in  the  workplace.

cause  they  are  unable  to  pass  the  math  requirement?  Higdon  says,  "I  don't 
believe  there  are  any.  They  eventually  have  to  do  it,  so  they  do  it.  There  was 
a  case  of  a  student  who  was  diagnosed  with  a  disability  of  some  variety  and 
according  to  law,  we  are  required  to  provide  various  accommodations  such  as 
an  untimed  test,  or  quiet  place,  etc.  Debra  Roberts  (Disability  Services)  has 
run  different  exams  for  us.  This  student  got  to  the  point  where  she  had  to 
satisfy  the  math  requirement,  went  through  the  course  a  few  times,  and  ulti- 
mately passed  the  course  with  one  of  our  tougher  instructors." 

One  of  the  major  complaints  from  students  about  the  remedial  math  courses 
is  that,  even  though  the  remedial  math  courses  don't  count  towards  gradua- 
tion, they  are  still  counted  against  a  student's  GPA.  Higdon's  response  was,  "I 
personally  don't  think  much  of  'pass,  fail.'  There  are  obvious  negatives.  I 
taught  for  twenty-five  years,  and  students  know  if  it  counts  in  their  grade  they 
are  more  liable  to  work.  The  object  of  'pass,  fail'  is  to  pass;  not  to  learn." 

I  have  written  this  article  in  the  hope  that  it  will  provide  some  guidance  for 
those  students  who  have  the  same  problem  with  math  that  I  do.  I  unwisely 
decided  to  leave  my  worst  subject  for  last.

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Death  tO  Death  Penalty  :  A  Personal  Point  of  View

I  am  an  artist,  humanist,  and 
teacher.  Most  of  my  life  has  been 
spent  in  some  capacity  within  the  walls 
of  learning,  55  to  be  exact.  I'm  also 
the  father  of  five  children  and  grand- 
father to  four.  If  my  life  is  to  mean 
anything  it  is  in  the  belief  that  all 
people  are  divine  and  good.  That  life 
itself  is  very  precious.  No  one  that 
believes  in  the  death  penalty  should 
be  in  public  office. 

I  do  not  believe  that  we  as  a  col- 
lective or  as  individuals  have  the  right 
to  take  a  human  life  knowingly  or  un- 
knowingly. I  also  know  my  own  emo- 
tional weakness  and  thus  know  if  mem- 
bers of  my  family  were  harmed  I  would 
want  to  do  something  irrational  like  kill 
those  responsible.  While  I  know  that 
it  is  totally  wrong,  I  also  know  that  my 
emotions  would  seek  revenge. 

"Vengeance  is  mine  sayeth  the 
Lord."  or  some  such  quote,  but  that 
takes  it  out  of  my  ability  to  cope  or 
understand.   I  am  not  anyone's  Lord. 


Throughout  histories  of  "Noblesse 
Obliges"  and  Egyptian  "MAT"  systems 
of  rightfull  orders  to  the  universe  by 
many  diverse  cultures  the  "manifest 
destiny"  argument  always  justified  the 
goal  (Machieavelli's  ends)  by  any 
means  to  eliminate  peoples  any  and 
all  who  disagree  with  the  empowered 
systems  order. 

By  Labels  and  numbers  peoples  are 
identified  eliminated,  characterized, 
and  discarded  as  threats  to  the  "state" 
(Egypt's  MAT)  and  the  means  justi- 
fied as  defense  of  the  order  and  good 
of  the  people.  In  most  religions  I've 
studied,  none  seem  to  have  any  moral 
code  that  in  any  way  allows  the  gov- 
ernment to  kill.

"Manifest 
Destiny",  "MAT",  the  Divine  Right  of 
Kings,  etc.  have  been  used  to  justify 
the  elimination  of  many  cultures,  reli- 
gions, and  opposing  views. 

If  the  student  of  history  or  any 
street  kid  looks  closely  at  the  justifi- 
cation of  the  state  to  kill  they  quickly 
realize  that  killing  isn't  wrong  if  you 
have  the  power,  prestige,  and  position 
to  justify  your  reason  for  the  state  to 
kill  dissents.  They  quickly  see  beneath 
the  sham  of  moral  indignation  to  the 
goal  of  revenge  or  expedience.  There- 
fore, to  them  killing  isn't  wrong  if  you 
are  in  power  to  determine  justice  or 
the  dispensing  of  justice.

The  Kitchen  God's  Wife, 
by  Amy  Tan 

This  was  an  extremely  well-written 
book.  There  is  a  basic  problem  with  it 
though,  which  is  that  the  entire  middle 
of  the  book  is  supposed  to  be  a  story 
that 

Winnie  is  telling  to  her  daughter  in  one 
night.  Excusing  that,  the  book  is  a 
craftily  written  examination  of  a  Chi- 
nese family  and  of  the  way  secrets  can 
eat  us  up  inside. 

Amy  Tan's  main  strength  is  in  al- 
lowing her  readers  an  in-  depth  look 
at  the  thoughts  and  actions  of  her  two 
main  characters,  Winnie  and  her 
daughter  Pearl.  She  also  allowed  us  a 
slight  view  of  the  thoughts  of  second- 
ary characters,  such  as  Auntie  Helen, 
Phil,  and  Lady  Sorrowfree. 

With  The  Kitchen  God's  Wife,  Tan 
is  offering  a  cultural  world  that  many 
of  her  readers  may  not  be  already  fa- 
miliar with.  Keeping  this  in  mind,  she 
gives  a  detailed  description  of  China 
before  and  during  the  Sino-Japanese 


war,  explanations  of  Chinese  words, 
culture,  and  some  gods. 

I  liked  that  Lady  Sorrowfree  was 
used  as  a  metaphor  for  Winnie,  yet  not 
really  compared  to  her.  Lady 
Sorrowfree  is  acknowledged  as  being 
better  than  that  bum  she  got  rid  of, 
though  she  was  an  angel  to  him  al- 
ways. The  difference  is  that  Lady 
Sorrowfree  was  kicked  out  of  her  po- 
sition as  wife,  whereas  Winnie  fled  will- 
ingly from  her  marriage  to  Wen  Fu. 

Tan  wishes  to  be  known  not  as  a 
Chinese  writer,  but  as  a  writer.  On  one 
level,  she  restrains  herself  from  being 
that,  however,  since  her  books  give  a 
depth  to  the  experience  of  being  a 
Chinese  person,  or  a  Chinese-Ameri- 
can. This  is  an  angle  that  is  rarely  ever 
given,  unless  the  author  is  another 
Chinese  writer.  Also,  although  they  are 
becoming  more  frequent,  most  books 
still  do  not  have  a  main  character  who 
is  married  to  someone  of  another  race, 
as  Pearl  is  to  Phil. 

The  inter-cultural  subject  matter  is 
what  truly  makes  her  case  of  being

Judy  told  fascinating  true  stories,  about  her  personal  experiences  with  the 
people  most  affected  by  the  death  penalty,  the  inmates  on  death  row.  Judy 
combined  with  this  her  beautiful  voice  as  she  sang  about  the  hypocrisy  of  our 
justice  system. 

We  heard  cases  where  a  1  5  year  old  who  came  from  an  abusive  home, 
committed  a  horrible  crime  and  now  awaits  execution.  Judy  spoke  of  the 
family  members  of  the  victims  who  fight  for  the  lives  of  the  perpetrators  who 
stole  their  loved  ones  away  from  them.  One  story  that  touched  me,  was  the 
story  of  the  old  women  who  was  thought  of  as  a  saint  in  her  community.  She 
was  brutally  slain  by  an  adolescent  girl,  and  when  the  girl  was  faced  with  the 
possibility  of  the  death  penalty,  it  was  the  victim's  grandson  who  fought  for 
her  life.   He  said  he  had  to  forgive  her,. for  himself  and  his  grandmother. 

As  a  devoted  catholic  I  was  already  against  this  poor  excuse  for  justice 
called  the  death  penalty,  but  now  I  wear  my  pin  "  Execute  Justice  NOT 
people", and  have  become  a  voice  in  our  fight  to  abolish  the  death  penalty,  and 
work  for  life  for  everyone.

known  simply  as  a  writer.  The  prob- 
lems of  dealing  with  a  mother,  a  hus- 
band, children,  and  strange  family 
members  could  occur  in  any  household 
or  novel.  They  have  a  universal  sim- 
plicity to  them  which  apply  a  level  on 
which  anyone  can  relate. 

The  difficulties  of  being  an  orphan, 
of  miscarrying,  or  of  domestic  abuse 
are  less  frequent,  but  provide  a  vastly 
important  education  and  in  both  learn- 
ing to  cope  and  relating  to  others  who 
might  be  in  similar  situations.

It  is  a  satisfying  tale  in 
any  country,  with  a  ending  that  is  both 
extremely  poignant  and  touching.

I  find  the  evolution  of  Apple  com- 
puters one  of  the  most  interesting  in 
the  short  history  of  computers. 
Apple's  major  problem  has  never  been 
it's  product  line  or  creativity,  but  it's 
business  sense  and  management.  No- 
where is  this  more  obvious  than  at 
Apple's  recently  announced 

8^  foray  into  direct  marketing, 


the  Apple  Store. 

The  site  is  well  designed,  makes 
good  use  of  technology,  and  has  func- 
tional navigation.  Graphical  navigation 
(via  buttons)  allow  product  list  view- 
ing, while  a  small  frame-based  bottom 
navigation  bar  allows  constant  access 
to  major  parts  of  the  site.  Overall, 
the  design  and  navigation  of  the  site 
is  very  simple  and  clean  (just  like  a 
Mac). 

The  problems  with  this  site  are 
pretty  much  the  things  that  plague 
Apple  as  a  whole,  poor  management, 
lack  of  selection,  and  price.  Waiting 
too  long  is  an  Apple  trademark,  and 
their  venture  into  direct  marketing  is 
another  example  of  this.  PC  vendors 
like  Gateway  (www.gateway.com)  and 


Dell  (www.dell.com)  have  been  selling 
PC's  online  for  over  two  years,  with 
great  success,  but  Apple  waited  until 
now,  putting  themselves  behind  the 
game.  Compared  to  Gateway  and  Dell, 
Apple  also  offers  a  very  limited  num- 
ber of  products  and  models  for  sale 
online,  concentrating  mostly  on  high 
end  systems.  There  is  also  much  less 
of  an  opportunity  to  customize  sys- 
tems than  I  expected.  Only  two  desk- 
top systems  are  configurable;  both  are 
high-end/high-price  systems. 

Price  is  another  area  where  Apple 
is  in  trouble  on  this  site.  As  opposed 
to  other  online  direct  marketing  pro- 
grams that  save  users  money  by  avoid- 
ing vender  mark-up,  prices  at  the  Apple 
store  are  actually  higher  than  vender 


prices;  systems  below  $2,000  are  rare, 
and  some  reach  the  $3-4,000  range. 
This  is  too  much  for  all  but  high  end 
users,  making  the  site  useless  to  fami- 
lies and  schools,  which  are  large 
sources  of  Apple's  revenue. 

This  site  is  interesting  and  repre- 
sents Apple  well  from  the  design 
standpoint.  It's  content  however  mir- 
rors the  problems  that  have  plagued 
Apple  for  years.  Apple  wants  us  all  to 
"Think  Different",  but  perhaps  they 
should  take  their  own  advice  and  stop 
making  the  same  mistakes  over  and 
over.  This  site  just  doesn't  get  the 
job  done.  I  love  Macs,  and  I'm  going  to 
buy  one,  but  it  won't  be  from  "The 
Apple  Store".

Hooks  is  expected  to  make  a  complete 
recovery,  but  Dr.  Larry  Reed  said,  "Maybe  in  6  months  he  could  be 
back  to  his  old  self."

Factual  information  on  each  detec- 
tive and  author  is  included  in  the  book 
as  well  as  a  brief  review  extoling  the 
praises  of  both.  Information  such  as 
the  first  appearance,  and  in  which 
magazine  or  book,  other  works  by  the 
author,  and  awards  won  by  the  series 
can  be  found  in  the  small  biographies 
which  precede  each  tale. 

First  Cases  compiles  winners  of 
Shamus  Awards  for  best  PI  stories, 
such  as  Bill  Pronzini  (author  of  the 
Nameless  Dective  stories)  and 
Lawrence  Block  (alter  ego  being  de- 


tective Matthew  Scudder)  with  the 
tales  of  Private  Investigators  who  only 
go  back  several  years. 

Leo  Haggerty  (work  of  Benjamin  M. 
Schutz)  and  Carlotta  Carlyle  (created 
by  Linda  Barnes),  have  each  only  been 
in  six  novels  and  have  each  been 
around  since  only  1  987.  On  the  other 
end,  Michael  Collins's  Dan  Fortune  has 
been  solving  cases 
since  1  967,  in  over  twenty  novels. 

The  editor  included  himself  among 
these  distinguished  authors.  Aside 
from  creating  Miles  Jacoby,  Randisi 
also     invented     detective     Nick 


Delvecchio.  The  story  featured  here 
is  a  Miles  Jacoby  investigation  called 
The  Steinway  Collection.  According 
to  Randisi,  the  first  appearance  of  Miles 
Jacoby  was  in  this  1  977  short  story. 
The  character  was  drastically  altered 
before  appearing  in  his  first  novel,  Eye 
in  the  Ring  in  1  982. 

Randisi,  aside  from  writing  detec- 
tive novels,  has  edited  many  other  col- 
lections, and  will  soon  be  releasing  First 
Cases  II,  in  which  he  intends  to  fea- 
ture ameatuer  sleuths.

On  Wednesday,  November  1  9,  the

The  Corsairs  took  early  control  of 
the  game  by  netting  two  unanswered 
goals  in  the  first  period.  The  first  goal 
came  as  the  puck  was  dropped  for  an 
icing  face  off  in  the  Falcon's  end, 
12:58  into  the  first  period.  Jarrod 
Dibona  scored  the  goal  with  Captain 
Steve  Bartkus  getting  the  assist.  The 
Corsair's  second  goal  came  with  3:24 
remaining  in  the  period  when  Bartkus 
and  Pat  Schultz  set  up  DiBona  on  the 
far  side  of  the  net  for  his  second  goal. 
DiBona  made  the  score  3-0  only 
4:43  into  the  second  period.  The  un- 
assisted, short  handed  goal  gave  him 
a  hat  trick. 

Just  when  the  crowd  thought  the 
Corsairs  were  going  to  run  away  with 
the  game  the  Falcons  netted  two  quick 
goals.

DuRoss  gained  some  ground  for  the 
Falcons  when  he  sent  a  slap  shot  into 
the  top  corner  of  the  net,  1  0:03  into 
the  third  period.  Lavery  and  John 
Quinlan  were  in  for  the  assists  that 
made  the  score  4-3. 

DiBona  struck  again  for  the  Cor- 
sairs with  7:31  remaining  in  the  pe- 


riod. He  was  sent  on  a  break  away  by 
teammates  Schultz  and  Jon  Ruel  for 
his  fourth  goal  of  the  night. 

However,  with  time  running  out, 
the  Falcons  took  advantage  of  two 
more  power  plays  to  tie  the  score. 
Stone  scored  the  first  goal  off  of  a 
slap  shot  with  Lizotte  and  Higgins  tal- 
lying assists.  Lavery  tucked  away  the 
second  goal  with  5:38  remaining,  while 
DuRoss  and  Stone  recorded  the  assists 
that  made  the  score  6-6. 

The  Corsairs  could  not  finish  the 


game  in  regulation,  but  did  so  with  only 
1 :48  remaining  in  overtime.  Bartkus 
scored  the  game  winner  with  the  help 
of  Schultz  to  hand  the  Falcons  their 
first  defeat  of  the  season.
